board, inctuding t.44 captains wife 
and little daughter. 

Just when the ship war, beginning

/found a hundred miles west of (‘tibral- 
tar. The sea was as calm as a mill 
j}pond, Ivery sail ~~as set, but there 
iwas not a living soul on board. It 
was found to be perfectly water tight 
and with ample stores The log 
showed that it had met excellent wea- 
ther all the way across. 

In the cabin a half finished meal 
} was on tie table, with the chairs | 
slightly pushed back. The captain 
had evidetly just knocked the top 
off a boiled egg when he suddenly 
left the room forever. 

A nightgown for the :ittl> girl was 
on the sewing machine, with the 
sleeve half sewn. The crew's quar- 
ters showed no sign of a_ struggle, 
either, only of a departure so swift 
that everybody had lef. the ship in

have made those on board the Marie 
Celeste leave it so suddenly?

The idea that some of the crew de- 
veloped homicidal mania and hurled 
the others overboard and then com- 
milted suicide is also out of the ques- 
tion. for there were no signs of vio- 
lence anywhere. The ship, too, was 
as tight as a barrel when found and 
with not,a rope out of place. 

At first it was rumored that blood 
had been found on the ship's side and 
on the captain's cutlas, But why 
anyone who used a cutlhss should 
hang {ft up again neatly, on its nail 
was not explained.

Empress Needs A Government ferry On The Saskatchewan River 


Since the inauguration of the ferries on the Saskatchewan 
River from the beginning of Atjzust of 1913, there has been 
nothing but dissatisfaction, and petty and personal jenlousies 
evinced in regard to them. Another phase in regard to the 
Syndicate Ferry was reached on Friday last when a special 
meeting was called on purpose to consider the advisability of 
disposing of the ferry, an offer having been made by Mr. FB. A. 
Lamb for the purchase of the ferry. 

After some little discussion among those who were present 
whether or not they should dispose of the ferry at that 


meeting, according to the way the shareholders who were pre-| 


sent voted, it was afterwards decided to send out notices 
to all shareholders and call another meeting on January 15, 
1914 and decide the matter. Since the last meeting, however, 
other propositions have been broached to different members of 
the Syndicate and it is highly probable that some of them will 
be brought forward at the meeting on January 15. The follow- 
is the proposition put forward by Mr. Lamb to the Syndicate : 

The vendors agree to sell, the Ferry, together with the two 
cables, ropes, pulleys, chains, towers, and everything in connec- 
tion with the said ferry on the following conditions 

That Iwill assume the indebtedness accrued at the Quebec 
Bank, Empress, Alta. by the Syndicate. That I will bear all 
expense in taking the ferry from the Saskatchewan River, re- 
pairing the same, and cable, and putting the ferry in suitable 
condition to operate during the season of 1914. That Twill 
agree to operate the ferry for the following toll: 

Foot passengers 25 cents one way : passengers on horseback 
AO cents one way: vehicle, singh or double, 50 cents one way; 
Automobile, with driver, 50 cents and 25 cents each additional 
passenger; bona fide Empress merchants or contractors, single 
‘or double vehicle, londed or unloaded, 75 cents the return trip, 


There is no need for us to go into details, There have been 
two ferries running on the Saskatchewan River at this point, 
jand it is fairly safe to say that there has been more hard feeling 
in connection with them than all the other affairs of the town 
put together and multiplied a good many times. If we want to 
achieve the progress we should this has got to be stamped out. 
There are a good many of us who are sliding and shirking this 
matter; we cannot do this and go ahead. 

Understand, the ferry question means much to us all, either 
directly or indirectly. We need a ferry service on the Saskatch- 
‘ewan River badly, it offers us the best and cheapest way, freight- 
ing being one of the largest items among the merchants expen- 
ses here. This being so, it is of vital importance to secure the 
best possible service for next spring and to do it we must get 
busy now. There will be undoubtedly other propositions put 
forward at the meeting on tle lth. Vote for what you consider 
the Most Workable and Best ‘for the Welfare of the Town. 

To ensure ourselves of best and cheapest possible service, how- 
ever, is tosolicit government aid getting them toinstalaferry ata 
‘point favorable to the town on the Saskatchewan River. The 
past few months was sufficient to show that left in the hands 
of private persons, any traflic or trade coming across the river 
from the south country is liable to suffer much and, the hopes 
of gaining any trade under present conditions, not very good,

FIGHTING BUSH FIRES 


It is Becoming an Important Part of | 
Canada’s Work 

When the first immigrants landed 
on the shores of Canada ’the wild for- 
est seemed to them infinite. They 
made small clearings for themselves. 
These clearings grew as civilization 
advanced, untily the once thickly 
wooded countTy was transformed in- 
to citles, towns and fertile farm 
lands, 

The clearing of the land brought 
out all the grit that was in our fore- 
fathers, though these pioneer agricul- 
turists, no doubt, looked with chag- 
tin upon the huge task which con- 
fronted them, It is not surprising 
that the one-object was to rid them- 
selves of the troublesome forest, even 
by unnecessary mutilation, and great 
tracts of country were swept by fire) 
in consequence, yet they never dream- 
ed that there might come a day when 
the pineries of Canada would vanish 
as the buffalo has done in the west. 
Nor did the aborigines themselves 
ever expect their great hunting 
grounds to be finite. This is proven 
by the fact that the white man was 
allowed to settle on land which, un- 
known to him, wus divided into dis- 
tinct sections, each owned by an In- 
dian family. The redman was, no 
doubt, perplexed by the audacity of 
the trespassers, and In many cases 
allowed him to remzin on his land 
unmolested. 

As the time passed the lumber 
companies commenced work in this, 
wonderful new country, and then the 


be his best crop. In the winter he 
would fell the mighty trees, and in 
smaller vegetation 
could be burned over and cleared 
with ease. ‘the destruction of the 
forest ceased and the number ef fires 


The forest was the first ‘hing giv- 
en to the pioneer, and about the last 
to be properly protected. During the 
past century the pine has been prac- 
tically destroyed in the region be 
tween Toronto and North Bay. To- 


strongly impressed by the need 0 
forest preservation, and is endeavor- 
ing to check any dissipation of the 
remaining timber. Further north, to- 
ward the Hudson Bay region, the pine 
becomes poorer than that which grow 
in Northern Qntario. 

It is here, therefore that large sec- 
tions have become forest reserves. 
Meaus must be taken to guard thes? 
reserves against fire. For this pur- 
pose the Government sends fire-rang- 
ers to patrol! the mysteri us depths 
of the forest during the months of the 
year when the snow is gone and fires 
may occur. A chief fire-ranger has 
charge of each reserve, which may 
cover @ very large area and may be 
divided into several sections, each 
having a sub-chief, located at head- 
quarters, to which place tthe fire 
rangers, scattered on their various 
beats, report at specified dates, and 
tender an account of their daily work, 
which is forwarded to their chief. 

The most frequent ‘cause of fire is 
man. Civilization brings with it for- 
est fires, although there have been 
found traces of a colossal fire which 
swept over norther:. Ontario about a 
century before the advent of man in- 
to that region. The reflection of the 
sun on & smooth piece of quartz, fo- 
cussed on a dry bcugh, and lightning 
striking a dead stump are two natur- 
al causes cf fire. Yet man is respon- 
€"dle for the greate part of forest de- 
vastation. The railway locomotive 
which dashes through the heart of 
the forest is probably the most alarm- 
ing cause of fire, ia spite of its pro- 
tective appliances, The fire-rangers 
patrol the tracks and quench the 
small beginnings of what would other- 
wise prove large fires. 

The prospectors, who migi't be call- 
ed the pioneers of northerr Ontario, 
have started many a fir ir order to 
help in their quest for minvzajs. This 
body of men claim that the Govern- 
ment is too hard upon it, and makes 
that an excuse for such outrage. The 
great Yorcupine fire of 1911, which 
caused so much loss of life and pro- 
perty, is said to have been kindled 
by prospectors. The many _ tourists 
who canoe through the grand forests 
are also a menace to the forests which 
they admire.
